indicated by tho fact that sixty per cent. did not vote at the last 
contest, but with four candidates in the field.two of whom (Brig.- 
Gen. Nicholson, the official Conservative, and Nr. Churchill the In- 
dependent, ‘anti-Socialist) ste splitting the Conservative vote, the 
other two being the Liberal, Mr. Scott Duckers, and the Labour 
candidate, Mr. Fenner Brockway, who were conscientious objectors 
in wartime, the present contest proving very lively. 

Mir. Churchill, who is working most energetically. has been 
especially subjected to interruptions of his meetings. not merely'on 
the part of Socialists but also Conservative extremists, who fear his 
return to the House of Commons mar diseupt the Conservative party.

THE LATEST RISE 
EXPLAINED. 


‘In consequence of the an- 
nouncement made by us on Satur- 
day that the local price of petrel 
had been raised by $1 pat case of 
four Imperial gallons, a Telegraph 
representative had an interview 
with Mr. N. L. Watson, the 
General Manager of the Asiatic 
Hong- 
kong, this morning, in the.course 
of which an explanation of the 
tise in price was given. 

Mr. Watson stated that the 
price of gasoline had been going 
up all over the world recently. 
Since the beginning of the year 
the price in the United States 
had gone up 644 cents (gold) per 
gallon, which worked out at 65 
cents (gold) per case. the equival- 
ent of which here would be $1.30 
(Mex). ‘In «England, the “price 
advanced 3s. on February Ist. 
tor a similar quantity, and Hong- 
kong had not raised the price 
until long after other places. 


_ Continuing, Mr. Watson said 
that the price of petrol all 
over the world ‘was bas 
on the price in America, 
which was by far the largest 
producer., In tho States, prices 
fluctuated continually, but an 
endeavour was mad. were to keep 
the price as constan: 2s possible 
and the price had not been raised 
ungil importers hal been com- 
pelled to do so. - Lss: year there 
was a great over-production of 
crude oiland prices tumbled, but 
towards the end of the year prices 
started to go back and, now that 
something like equilibrium had 
beer established between the 
demand andthe supply, prices 
had been adjusted accordingly. 
Prices first started to rise in 
America in January and had 
béen, gradually’ going up ever 
since, until, as he had stated 
above, they had advanced by 65 
cents (gold) since the year 
opened.

chines, Two of thess will be 
imported ready for use, whilst 
enly the chassis” of others 
will here, and 
> ted necord- 
ing to local specification. . The 
cost of -a complete Rehisle 
will be anywhere between, $10,000 
and $12,000, whilst the chassis 
alone will be about $6,000. 


The new motor buses will be 
considerably larger than the 
yellow machines which recently 
came to such 4 disastrous ending. 
Weighing: as much as two-and- 
a-half tons, accommodation is 
provided in each for about thirty 
passegers, and it is claimed fer 
the-Thronycroft machines that 
thay will be’ more’ reliable and 
serviceable than some other types 
now in ‘operation here. The 
corofort of the passengers will be 
a main consideration in the new 
bus. and interior fittings will be 
such as to merit the patronage of 
the most fastidious traveller. 

Beginning with two machines, 
the service will be gradually ox- 
tended until, with the’ complete 
realisation of the present plans 
of the Company, some 
buses will be able to take their 
place on the service through the 
town. - a

THE CHANGING TIMES. 


By slow degrees, Hongkong’is 
beginning to free itself of being|- 
so entirely dependent as it has 
been in the past wpon, manual 
labour. If we look around us, 
we can see evidences of the 
growing use of mechanical means 
for the accomplishments of many 
of the ordinary tasks of workaday |. 
life. Time was, not so very long 
ago, when all the Colony’s build- 
ing material was carried or pull- 
ed.to hillside and other sites by 
means of coolies—men, women 
and children. It has, indeed, 
been said with some degree 
of truth that Peak residences 
have, in the main, been built 
from baskets full of | lime, 
stone and bricks which have 
been taken up to the heights’ by 
toiling men and women of this 
class. The same is true to a like 
extent of many of our hillside 
roads. _ Nowadays, however, the 
motor truck does much of this 
work, with a consequent saving 
in time if not .in,cost. Then if 
we think in terms of timber we 
shall most of us recall. that 
practically all the Colony’s wants 
in this ‘respect were provided by 
workmen with. huge hand-saws 
struggling to cut through big 


blocks of wood. Even nowadays, 


this method is still employed in

deliver a series of lectures. After 
four months in China, where he 
studied and delivered addresses 
before student bodias, Dr. Coulter 
went ta Japan in com 
pang with his wife and daughter 
to concluda his lecture tour. The 
address given in Tokyo was his 
seventeenth in Japan. 

In his talk. Dr. Coulter held 

np the science of botany as 2 
sational ‘asset. Through this 
ucience, he said, nations can find 
new resources, open fabulously 
valuable mines of raw material 
and produce better qualitr and 
more quality in their agricultural 
products. While tracing the 
advance scientists in America 
have made in recent. years in 
botany and illustrating.the bene- 
fits that have accrued therefrom, 
he emphasized the facr that 
Oriental countries, 
China, are years behind along 
this line and prasent tremendous 
eesorvoirs for botanical treasures 
yet unopened. 

“There are three main uses to 
which the science of botany can 
be put for developing natural 
resources of any country said 
the scientist. “ The firs: of these 
is the knowledge revealed in the 
cultivation of forests. Trees not 
only produce lumber, but have a 
direct beating on the entire 
agricultural syste: Trees give 
us what is known as the water 
cycle, that is. the moisture is 
absorbed from the ground by 
the roots, of thase trees, p25 ed 
by evaporation into the armos- 
phere, and returaed again in the 
form of rain. Areas denuded of 
trees ate always unpre‘luctive, 
because this water ercle has 
been broken. There is no means 
for,evaporation, and therefore no 
moisture. In. an experiment 
conducted by my department at 
the Univers of Chicago we 
measured the volume of water 
‘poured’ into the atmosphere by 
anacre of forest, and found it to 
total during the foliage sezson 
approximately 20.000 gatlons. ”

is the pfoduction of forest litter,

retentive powers in relation to 
moisture.

forests is of course the lumber} ” 


they produce. Through the 
‘science of botany ,we are able to 
produce perennial forests which 
ever die out. We are able to 
mark the trees that have reached 
the maximum of their growth, in 
order that they can be removed 
to give room for more trees. 
SEARCH FOR NATIVE PLANTS. 
The second main use of the 
science of botany for exploiting 
natural resources is in the search 
for plants valuable for their by- 
products. Evéry country should 
make a mora thorough study of 
jts native plants, as it is not gen- 
erally realized what edormous 
{resources are being neglected in 
this field. Plants supply gums, 
medicines, fibers and oils which 
ate used in scores of industries. 
Until the outbreak of the world 
war it was not known that it was 
unnecessary to import certain 
plant by-products used in ‘the 
production of, for example, 
medicine. In America, man- 
ufactarers faced 8 crisis during 
t\the war as foreign supplies 
rlwere cut off. A group of 
botanists were called to Wash- 
ington and were asked to search 
for native planta which might be 
found to ‘produce the materials 
demanded. The National Re- 
‘Isearch Council was. established, 
which 1 headed, and we started.3 
country-wide investigation of all 
_[plents. Out motive was to fied 
plants belonging to thé same 
family which in other countries, 
. [produced the raw material needed 
in-Americs.
